John Baptist van Helmont was born in 
Brussels in 1577. Like most of the medieval

following the principles of Galen, but after- 
wards accepting the theories and teachings of 
Paracelsus. Van Helmont's knowledge was 
profound, and as an ardent admirer of a 
Kempis, he followed closely the “Imitation of 
Christ,” practising medicine without fees of 
any sort. He achieved the “‘ Filosofer’s 
zZ Vez D Stone,” and successfully performed the trans-
